fact, this same 
ion prevails throughout Holland, 
of our party remarked that the 
extreme cleanliness was almost painful; 
as for me I am willing to suffer this 
kind of pain, and those of our party 
who were affected unpleasantly most 
have been relieved on arriving at 
Antwerp, where It oennot be oakl that 
it In “painfully” dean, nor In any 
city In Belgium eq. far as I bed oppor¬ 
tunity to Judge. % 

Antwerp hea many old building* and 
obJeoto of g r eat interest to Amarteane, 
among which are the museum and 
cathedral. The first contain* printing 
presses and type from Its first Inception 
to within the recent past, and I noted 
to my surprise that etching on copper 
had been done there several hundred 
years ago, and the work produoed 
(as far as I could Judge) Is not excelled 
at the present time. The cathedral Id 
its architecture and marvellous oolor 
effects of the windows Is oeisbrated, 
but it Is best remembered because of 
the two greet paintings by Rubeoe 
which It contains, to wit—“The Crucifix¬ 
ion" and the “Taklog from the Cross." 
Any observer who will flx hie eyes on 
these paintings with thoughts of what the 
paintings portray, will be overcome with 
awe and solemnity, and on departing 
desire to see no more palDtlngs. 
All that I had seen up to that time and 
fclnod I remember as vary pretty, but 
not great, with the exception of 
Bapbasl’e and Murillo’s Madonna and 
Child at Dresden. The painting of this 
subject by the former le by far the 
most noted, but I confess that 1 am 
not sufficient of a Judge of pslntloge to 
say which Is the greater, but accept 
the judgment aa expressed by real and 
worthy orltlos. 

The next city visited was Brussels, 
which will ever live lu my memory 
because of its gayety. though It la a 
fact that there are a number of build¬ 
ings celebrated for exquisite architec¬ 
ture, among which of greatest note Is 
the cathedral, and of old style the city 
ball, both of which should be visited, 
as also the National Bank of Belgium 
which is a great building, but I think 
Is much too large for the country and 
(t Is net nearly all made use of. Most 
visitors to Brussels have the desire to 
purchase lace and that le a most natural 
desire, but I advise everybody to make 
their purobaaes of Brueeele lace at 
Antwerp. 

However, If the purohaae Is made at 
Brussels, I would most urgently advise 
not to go to tbe factory or store where 
the “ portler ” of the hotel eends you. 

I have paid for this experience. Tbe 
“ portler " in tbe hotel ou tbe Continent 
la a linguist of first rank, and the most 
Important person In any hotel, and baa 
many ways to make blmaelf uaeful to 
etrangera at no pecuniary lose to 
himself. 

From Brussels I went to Koeln 
(Cologne), and up tbe Rhlue, about 
wbtoh In a future letter.
